CULTURE 


Prepare soil to depth of 18 inches, liberally 
mixing in bonemeal and pulverized sheep 
manure. Do NOT use fresh manure near 
roots. Plant Peony root with prominent ‘‘eyes”’ 
2 inches below surface of ground. Firm soil 
well around roots.
